| l advised that he had beaa a member of the. Cpmmunist 

Party in the District of Columbia from about 19h7 to the latter part of' 
1950 during which time he was a member of the Newspaper Clubo He stated '• 
that after a period of time following the beginning of the war in Korea 
he broke with the CP stating that the Korean war was the deciding event 
which caused him to completely sever his relations with the Communist 
Party o He explained by saying, approximately April 1950, his thinking 
had been brought around to the point in which he doubted some of the 
concepts and truths of the Communist Party and that from that time on 
his activities and his active participation in discussing in the News- 
paper Club did not completely follow a Communist Party line.. It is noted 
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that I I is years of age and at one point in the interview 

he contended that his thinking along the Communist Party lines was 
possibly due to his age at the time of his joining the GPo 



stated that the war had not accomplished its purpose and he was dissatis- 
fied with the post war world as he found ito For a time he became 
strongly interested in the experiment of the British Socialist Government 
but eventually reached the conclusion that it was not to be a success o 
.Thereafter s he began reading Marxist literature on his own initiative

The Progressive Party of Massachusetts is identified by. 
Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, .as being 
dominated and controlled by members of the Communist Party, 
District No. 1, Boston, Massachusetts, 

"The Boston Globe" of July 27 , 19^8, contained in it a 
news article stating that more than 250 New England Pro- 
gressive Party Officers would leave on July 23,. 19^? for 
their Party's Founding Convention in Philadelphia. LOUIo 
DEVOLDER wan among those listed. 

An article in "The Boston Globe", daily newspaper at Boston, 
Mass., on September 19, 19*+8, indicated that Mr. and Mrs. 
LOUIS DEVOLDER had contributed $100 to the Progressive 
Party at a Welcome Testimony for HENRY A. WALLACE, Presi- 
dential Candidate of the Progressive Party. This dinner was 
held on September 8, 19*+8. 

Confidential Informant T-3, of known reliability, stated 
that Dr. and Mrs. LOUIS DEVOLDER were on the mailing list 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 



Confidential Informant I-b,. of known reliability, advised 
on March 19, 19^9, that LOJIS DEVOLDER was identified as 
a member of the Community Church and that DEVOLDER had 
stated to HARLOW’ SHAPLEY how he deplored the lack of a 
good liberal publication which was capable of giving the 
masses the true picture of the world today 0 DEVOLDEh stated 
that he thought they should try to got a thousand people to 
give $100 apiece and in this way start a monthly publication 
to educate the people , fpQ 

The Community Church was identified by Confidential Infor- 
mant T-7, of known reliability, as a non-sectarian Church 
in Boston, Mass., under the leadership of Reverend DONALD 
G. LOTHROP. This - Informant advised that in 19 l *^+, because 
of Anti-Communist speakers who were selected to speak at 
the Church, Reverend LOTHROP engineered an election of a 
new Board of Directors who Would not oppose LOTHROP and 
his Communist sympathizers .» ■ The Church is alleged to be an 
open pulpit for known Communis is and Communist sympathizers , 
according to this Informant. HARLOWS SHAPLEY was identified 
as a member of the Community Church, by the same Informant. 
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Confidential Informant T-5, of known reliability , stated 
on October 6, 19^-9, that LOUIS DEVOLDER had been identi- 
fied as tho sponsor of tho call for a Massachusetts Peace 
Council at a mooting at the Community Church Center, 565 
Boylston Street, Boston, Massachusetts. 

The Massachusetts Peace Council is identified by Confi- 
dential Informant T-6, of known reliability, as an organi- 
zation which was later identified as the Massachusetts 
Action Committee for Peace in which the Communist Party 
USA, District No. 1 was vitally interested and in which 
the members of the Communist Party at Boston, Massachusetts 
actively participated. 

City Directory 
listed LOUIS ' DEVOLDER as a shoe export or at 665 Atlantic 
Ave,, Boston, Mass., Room. 325-32 S.

The meeting commenced with the singing of the Star Spangled Banner. 
Dr. GOLDMAN then gave a brief resume of what has happened with reference to 
the indictment and harassment of the arrested Communists.

She explained that Mr. FRANKFELD .could not be present at 
this meeting, because of being afraid of leaving the State of Maryland for 
fear that he would be arrested on a warrant issued by the Cleveland Police. 

A telegram was received from him explaining this fact and wishing success. 

After a few songs by the Peace. Chorus, EDDIE FISHER read his speech 
and then asked for donations of $100. Dr. MARCUS GOLDMAN was the first and 
only contributor of $100.00. Donations of $50 were requested and AL BERNSTEIN

The 
"“TT PA personncT " f ile maintained in the National 'Archives at 
Washington, D. C., indicates that MARCUS VOSK entered on duty 
with OPA January 16, 1942* Also, it indicates that VOSK was 
born September 27, 1907, in Russia. His father and mother wore 
also born in Russia, and he became a citizen through his 
father's naturalization in June 1924. He was previously em- 
ployed by Amtorg Trading Corporation, New York City, from 
October 1929 to August 1933 and again from September 1934 to 
May 1939. He listed his supervisor at Amtorg from 1934 to 
1939 as S. SELDAKOV and a Mr. SHIPMAN. VOSK was described 
as born 1907, height - five feet, six inches, weight- 150 
lbs,, eyes green, hair blond, complexion ruddy.. He is now 
employed in the Research Department of the American Jewish 
Committee, 386 Fourth Avenue, New York City, and resides at 
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agents who questioned VOSK about Amtorg that while VOSK 
professed to bo cooperative, he appeared to be withholding 
information and his answers to specific questions were vague 
and indefinite.. 

The ’’Daily Compass", November ll+, 1951* indicated 
that I, F, STONE was to address a public meeting against the 
Smith Act in Washington, D. C. on November ll+, 1951 , at 
Oddfellows Hall, under the auspices of the Washington Committee 
to Defend the Bill of Rights. The Washington Field Office was 
requested to report subject's activities at this meeting. 

I. F, STONE’s column in the "Daily Compass" for 
November 11, 1951? is entitled, "Me end the Red Under - 
ground". In this column STONE refers to a weekly column in 
the "New York Herald Tribune” by OGDEN R. REID. STONE writes; 
"The ’Red Underground ' column has begun to expose the fact 
that I have been making speeches around the country against 
the Smith Act, I have heard of more sensational exposes. My 
views on the Smith Act are hardly a secret. I have written 
thousands of words about the Act in the last few years. I 
have made 12 speeches in nine cities against the Act since 
returning from abroad in June. ' 

"I have been fighting the Smith Act for a long time. 
The act was passed late in 191+0. The first indictment tinder 
it was returned on July 15, 191+L . I attacked that indictment 
and the Smith Act in The Nation of July 26, 191+1 • That article, 
’The G-String Conspiracy,’ was reprinted by the defense com- 
mittee, The defendants were then the Minneapolis Trotskyites, 
The Communist Daily Worker was blindly partisan enough to 
applaud the prosecutions, as were some of the Communists now 
themselves on trial. 

"Three of my meetings against the Smith Act have 
turned up in the ’Red Underground’ column. The places in 
which these meetings were held would hardly satisfy a Hollywood 
director casting a film about the underground. One was in the 
Belle vue-Stratf ord Hotel, Philadelphia! the second at the 
Boston Conservatory of Music, and the third at Chopin Hall in 
Chicago, 
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n No attempt was made to hide the true character of - 
these meetings. They were not advertised as violin recitals. 

I did not pretend to be a lecturer sent out by the National ‘ 
Geographic Society. I did not claim to be a card-carrying 
Republican. The meetings were open to the public. Except 
for a few jokes in Yiddish, they were carried on in the English 
language. It takes a rather overheated imagination to list 
these as ’underground* meetings. 

”To put them in a column headed ’Red Underground’ 
is to smear all those who participated! to imply that they 
took part in something furtive, undercover and sinister; to 
link them with activities the Department of Justice regards 
as criminal. 

”Tho REID column in this way cast a slur on a 
respected member of. the Philadelphia bar, WALTER LONGSTRETH, 
who was a fellow speaker at the Bellevue-Stratford meeting. 
LONGSTRETH is a Quaker who has never been counsel for radicals 
but feels strongly that the Smith Act is unconstitutional. 

He landed in tho ’Red Underground’ column, too, 

”In a febrile search for hurtful material, the column 
last Sunday came up with one isolated and garbled sentence 
from my Chicago speech, I was represented as saying that 
there was more freedom in the Soviet Union than in the United 
States. I consider a statement of that kind wholly untrue 
and politically idiotic. The very fact that I can speak and 
write as I do rebuts the statement attributed to me.”
